A $60 debt turned him from a 
slim job ag a grocery salesman 
to tobacco, In lieu of ppyment he 
avreed to accept some tobacco 
preparing machinery: now his 
factories cover twenty-two acres 
in Louisville and operate on 
three shifts. ‘ 

He is one of the few industrial- 
“ts On intimate terms with labor 
union leaders, and one reason for 
tliat may stand: 

“No business in this country is 
safe if the executives in that 
business accept too much “take- 
out.” 

On his 1,000-acre farm, Wild- 
wood Farms, twenty miles from 
Louisville. on the bank of the 
Ohio River, he has 160 race 
horses and a Guernsey cow with 
a world record, He is such a 
horseman that he named his 
most successful cigaret after a 
derby winner. 

At his racing stable there is a 
mile track, and there young 
Kentuckians are trained to be- 
come jockeys.

"S“URKEY begins its second de- 

cade as a republic, and its 
von man, who looks like Gen- 
eral Hugh S. Johnson, sits in the 
seat of the mighty. Arrogant, de- 
csive, fQreseeing Mustapha 
Kemal, son of a humble govern- 
ment Official, has in his power 
his country’s destiny. 

That is all right with the 
Turks; they Nave seen Mustapha 
in ten. years make over a nation. 

He was always willful. Despite 
his parents’ protests, he decided 
to be a soldier, and in 1905 left 
military school a captain. Before 
he was 30, he was chief of staff 
of the Third Army. 

He fought against Italy in 
1911. In 1912 he defended Gali- 
poh. That made him “hero of 
ile Dardenelles.” 

After the armistice he wan- 
dered aimlessly in Constantino- 
ple. poor, with no experience 
save as a soldier. Then the Ay te 
chose him as an emissary of the 
Suitan. 

But in Anatolia he took th ( 
leadership of the revolt. When 
the Greeks attacked in 1921 he 


turned them back and chased 
them to the sea. The victory 
made him the most powerful 


man in his land. 

So when the republic was pro- 
elgimed in 1923 he was made 
President. 

The process of Westernization 
eo!t swiftly under way. The Uni- 
versity of Constantinople was 
miodernized, agvicultur:d schools 
were opened, farm co-operatives 
were formed, women were no 
longer confined to harems and 
came out from behind their veils. 

The sugar industry was sub- 
sidized, the manufacture of al- 
cohol supervised, and tobacco 
was placed under State monop- 
oly. The State treasurv fattened. 

Domineering, ruthless, Musta- 
pha was a driving force. But H 


C. Armstrong, his biographer, 
finds him now “a lone man, 


without family without friends.” 

Two women, the biographer 
Says, tried to save the superman 
from himself. The first, “a deli- 
cate, fragile girl, quiet and re- 
fined,” after “watching over all 
his needs,” went down to a stony 
velNey one day and shot herself.
